United States plans to fire a minia- 
ture satellite into space sometime 
this fall, months in advance of the 
scheduled program for launching 
larger satellites into an _ orbit 
/around the earth. 
| Officials disclosed 
the tiny satellite will be put into 
an earth-circling orbit as part of 
the testing of the large rockets 
which will carry the satellites 
several hundred miles into the 
air. 
| The expectation is that the tiny 
test satellite will be fired some- 
-time during November from the 
missile test center at Patrick Air 
‘Force Base, Fla. 

As part of its participation in 
|the current International Geo- 
‘physical Year, the United States 
‘plans to fire at least six satellies 
into space. The first scientific 
satellies, however, is not expett- 
ied to be launched until next 
| spring. 

.. Officials said the small test 

Satellite will be only 6.4 inches 
‘in diameter and weigh only four 
and a half pounds. In céntrast, 
the first scientific satellites will 
measure 20 inches in diameter 
,and weigh 212 pounds. 
| The tiny satellite will not be 
fully instrumented to record the 
'mysteries of outer space, as will 
'be the bigger satellites. Officials 
‘said the miniature moon will 
have a radio transmitter and per- 
haps an instrument to record 
‘tem peratures. 
| The radio transmitter will al- 
low the satellite to be tracked in 
space by ground stations, thus 
providing information on_ the 
density of space and on the shape 
of the earth. 

Officials expect that the small 
‘satellite will not have as far 
ranging an orbit in space as 
planned for the larger versions.

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Forsyth Jury Strikes 


Blow at Gambling 


The Forsyth County grand jury has 
indicted six men on charges of operating 
a gambling house in connection with Club 
19 just across the Fulton County line in 
that county. 

The indictments followed a complete 
investigation of the club, which became 
increasingly notorious the past few 
months. Incidents reported there included 
an alleged $100,000 armed robbery of club 
and patrons. It was padlocked on June 24 
under an order from Forsyth Superior 
Court Judge Howell Brooke. 


Forsyth County action follows a deter- 
mined bid against gambling in Cobb, 
where a crackdown resulted in conviction 
of several individuals and the closing up 
of a wide-open operation. 

Both moves should set an example for 
counties surrounding the Atlanta metro- 
politan area. Atlanta itself, except for 
the continued persistence of lottery, is 
free of organized gambling. But unscrupu- 
lous operators, out to take advantage of 
a large population center, will set them- 
selves up in nefghboring counties where 
they hope the chances of detection and 
prosecution are less. 

As the alleged armed robbery at Club 
19 proves, organized gambling leads to a 
host of other allied evils. It can corrupt 
entire communities and lead ultimately to 
the type of situation that gripped Phenix 
City, Ala. 

The recently organized metropolitan 
vice squad has been seeking cooperation 
on a reciprocal basis of law enforcement 
officials in neighboring counties to keep 
down invasions of hoodlums. Lottery 
operators, for instance, are known to 
have set up headquarters outside of Ful- 
ton, running their insidious rackets by 
remote control. 

The war on organized gambling is nev- 
er-ending. It requires constant vigilance 
by law enforcement officials and the citi- 
zens themselves to keep it under control. 
The corrupting lottery evil, temporarily 
quiescent, will spring up again in full 
force unless the police, the courts and 
grand juries keep up constant. pressure, 

Unless there is such vigilance, there 
will be more Club 19s and the disastrous 
consequences which accompany them.

A major peach grower fears that so 
many trees have been planted in Georgia, 
South Carolina and Alabama that the 
years ahead will see a market annually 
giutted. 

Some growers, knowing what a frost 
can do, believe in gambling. The more 
trees they have the more fruit they have 
in “half crop” years when a cold spell 
does damage. In big years they think they 
can make enough profit on volume to 
make out about as well as on smaller 
erops with higher prices.

Quake Spares Mexico 


From Major Damage 


The good news from Mexico is that 
Sunday’s earthquake, while disastrous, 
was not a calamity. Mexico City is set- 
tling back to normal, with all hotels and 
restaurants back in operation. 

While 50-odd buildings were demol- 
ished, casualties were light and after a 
few weeks of repairs there will be few 
visible signs of the occurrence. It caused 
less damage and far fewer deaths than the 
recent Louisiana hurricane. 

The group of Atlantans who made the 
inaugural flight to Mexico City with East- 
ern Airlines just the week before, as well 
hundreds of other local citizens who 
have visited this sprawling and beautiful 
metropolis, could visualize the places 
where the destruction took place.

Growth of Mexico City has been fan- 
tastic since the end of World War II. Best 
estimates place the population around 4,- 
500,000, making it one of the largest cities 
in the world—with beautiful modernistic 
skyscrapers springing up all over. 

The fact that one of the most severe 
earthquakes in Mexico’s history did no 
greater damage can be attributed to the 
fact that its buildings architecturally are 
designed to withstand such shocks. The 
city itself is located on a dried-up lake 
and has a ‘floating’ foundation at an 
altitude of some 7,000 feet. 

The quake was along that Pacific rift 
or mountain chain which extends from 
Alaska to Chile. All who reside along it 
are reminded occasionally of the extent 
of nature’s power. San Francisco’s mighty 
upheaval in 1906 was one of the most 
terrible. 

As Mexico City and the other affected 
towns clean up their debris and repair 
damaged buildings, their northern neigh- 
bors are pleased to know that the destruc- 
tion was no greater and that beautiful 
Mexico City lost few of the delights which 
have brought American tourists there in 
increasing numbers in recent years.

Senate Acts W isely 
To Justify Debate 


WASHINGTON—The great debate in the US. 
Senate over civil rights is enough to restore the 
faith of the most cynical observer in this nation’s 


legislative processes. It also points up a certain superiority over the 
Senate’s supposedly co-equal branch of Congress—the House of Rep- 


resentatives. 

The difference between the two 
houses has been dramatically em- 
phasized by the minute examina- 
tion of the civil rights bill in the 
Senate after it sped through the 
House with a great many congress- 
men obviously not having known 
or fully understood just what the 
bill contained. 

A partisan may yet remain skep- 
tical of the bill and the motives 
behind it. But regardless of what 
side of the civil rights question 
one is on, or in what form the 
bill may ultimately be passed, no 
one can now complain that the 
Senate did not give it a thorough 
scrutiny. 

This searching study has been 
partly the result of the bill’s ex- 
amination ,and exposure by the 
keen legal minds and parliament- 
ary skill of Southern senators like 
Dick Russell of Georgia and Sam 
Ervin of North Carolina. 

But it also is due to the very 
make-up and procedures of the 
Senate itself—‘‘the greatest delib- 
erative body in the world.” 

With more than 400 members, 
the House, like that of the Georgia 
Legislature, is an unwieldly body 
,where confusion often reigns. Its 


size doesn’t permit unlimited de- 
bate. 

The House frequently is unable 
to give legislation the exhaustive 
study it gets in the quieter, calmer 
atmosphere of the smaller Senate 
with its 96 members. And the Sen- 
ate, with its more or less unlimited 
debate and equal representation 
from the 48 states, often acts as 
a brake upon the House and'a 
protection of minority view-s 
against the “tyranny of the ma- 
jority.”’ 

The Senate may yet pass a civil 
rights bill some Southerners and 
Georgians won't like. But the Sen- 
ate already has drastically modi- 
fied the House version and no one 
can argue the bill didn’t get a 
thorough study.

If the winter rains are normal, 


the waters will rise another 34 feet 
and the lake will reach its normal 
level by spring — standing at 1,070 
feet above the sea. Boats can scoot 
about with impunity then, for all 
stamps and snags will be buried 
deep. 

The engineers are very proud of 
their handiwork at Lanier, for they 
believe the waters that will rise 
behind the Buford Dam will form 
one of the prettiest lakes in the 
world. The lake, as everybody 
knows, lies in the rolling foothills 
of the Piedmont, with the blue 
mountains in the background and 
nearly all its 500 miles of shoreline 
wooded in pines and hardwoods, It 
will be a pretty lake any time of 
year, the engineers point out, but 
particularly in the fall when the 
woodland colors will be reflected 
in the blue water. 

It looks as if it will turn eut to 
be a fine fishing lake, too. People 
already are catching bream that 
weigh a pound apiece out of wa- 
ters covering land that was in 
corn or cotton not long ago. And 
the fish experts say last spring's 
spawning of baby bass are already 
12 to 14 inches long. There is noth- 
ing unusual about this, of course,

In Nevil Shute’s story of the 
world’s last war we are with a 
community in and around Mel- 
bourne, Australia, where the peo- 
ple are waiting for the slowly ad- 
vancing cloud of radiation to reach 
them that already has destroyed 
every bit of life in the North 
America and Europe. They have 
three months to live. 


You get the feeling of the awful 
silence on a lifeless continent from 
the American submarine that had 
escaped to Australia and goes on 
a mission along our Pacific Coast 
and past San Francisco and Seattle, 
where nothing lives or moves. The 
same panorama of a lifeless East 
Coast and the silent giant of New 
York City comes in reports from 
another American submarine . that 
escaped to South America, the two 
submarines being all that is left 
of the United States Navy. 


Then, at the end, the pernicious 
poison of radiation. reaches the 
people we have learned to know 
in Australia, including the Ameri- 
can submarine commander, and 
so for them the world goes out and

as you could here and there during

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Forsyth Jury Strikes 
Blow at Gambling 


The Forsyth County grand jury has 
indicted six men on charges of operating 
a gambling house in connection with Club 
19 just across the Fulton County line in 
that county. 

The indictments followed a complete 
investigation of the club, which became 
increasingly notorious the past few 
months. Incidents reported there included 
an alleged $100,000 armed robbery of club 
and patrons. It was padlocked on June 24 
under an order from Forsyth Superior 
Court Judge Howell Brooke. 


Forsyth County action follows a deter- 
mined bid against gambling in Cobb, 
where a crackdown resulted in conviction 
of several individuals and the closing up 
of a wide-open operation. 

Both moves should set an example for 
counties surrounding the Atlanta metro- 
politan area. Atlanta itself, except for 
the continued persistence of lottery, is 
free of organized gambling. But unscrupu- 
lous operators, out to take advantage of 
a large population center, will set them- 
selves up in nefghboring counties where 
they hope the chances of detection and 
prosecution are less. 

As the alleged armed robbery at Club 
19 proves, organized gambling leads to a 
host of other allied evils. It can corrupt 
entire communities and lead ultimately to 
the type of situation that gripped Phenix 
City, Ala. 

The recently organized metropolitan 
vice squad has been seeking cooperation 
on a reciprocal basis of law enforcement 
officials in neighboring counties to keep 
down invasions of hoodlums. Lottery 
operators, for instance, are known to 
have set up headquarters outside of Ful- 
ton, running their insidious rackets by 
remote control. 

The war on organized gambling is nev- 
er-ending. It requires constant vigilance 
by law enforcement officials and the citi- 
zens themselves to keep it under control. 
The corrupting lottery evil, temporarily 
quiescent, will spring up again in full 
force unless the police, the courts and 
grand juries keep up constant pressure, 

Unless there is such vigilance, there 
will be more Club 19s and the disastrous 
consequences which accompany them.

Don’t Overlook Industry 
In Your Own Backyard 


“Let’s aid our own small industries,’ 
the Coffee County Progress at Douglas 
urges in an editorial which amplifies that 
theme. 

The Progress editor recommends that 
Georgia communities not forget the possi- 
bilities at home at the same time they are 
bidding for factories to come in from out- 
side. 

“We have numbers of small industries 
that could be expanded with a little en- 
couragement and a little financial assist- 
ance,” the editor at Douglas points out. 

He has cited a way to increased pay- 
rolls that should not be neglected by the 
industrial planners. 

One has no trouble finding the ex- 
ample of the hometown industry. 

A Cuthbert native has nurtured a 
knack at the machine trade into a fac- 
tory making motion picture projectors. An 


enterprising Americus man went into 
Massachusetts and bought nail-making 
tools and is operating in Georgia the 


only plant in the South turning out cut 
nails. 
And so it goes throughout the state. 
Let not the development corporations 
look so far afield that they cannot see in- 
dustrial diamonds in their own backyards.

Research Would Benefit 


Georgia Peach Growers 


As usual, in the year when everything 
seems to be peaches down in Georgia—it 
isn't. 

A major peach grower fears that so 
many trees have been planted in Georgia, 
South Carolina and Alabama that the 
years ahead will see a market annually 
giutted. 

Some growers, knowing what a frost 
can do, believe in gambling. The more 
trees they have the more fruit they have 
in “half crop” years when a cold spell 
does damage. In big years they think they 
can make enough profit on volume to 
make out about as well as on smaller 
erops with higher prices, 

We don’t know. 


But what we do believe is that what 
the peach growers need is an organiza- 
tion similar to that of the citrus people. 
Frozen orange and grapefruit juice made 
possible a tremendous expansion of groves. 
Lately there have been added lemonade, 
lemon juice and mixtures of juices. This 
was not achieved without cost. The citrus 
growers taxed themselves and went into 
research. 

There is no reason why surplus 


peaches should not be brought to market 
in the form of juice blends for summer 
drinks; as concentrates for refrigerator- 
made ice creams and in many other usable 
forms. 


Peaches are one of nature’s noblest 
fruits. There will be an increasing de- 
mand for them... in various forms. Let 
the growers organize, tax themselves and 
turn to research. There aren’t too many 
trees.

Quake Spares Mexico 


From Major Damage 


The good news from Mexico is that 
Sunday's earthquake, while disastrous, 
was not a calamity. Mexico City is set- 
tling back to normal, with all hotels and 
restaurants back in operation. 


While 50-odd buildings were demol- 
ished, casualties were light and after a 
few weeks of repairs there will be few 
visible signs of the occurrence. It caused 
less damage and far fewer deaths than the 
recent Louisiana hurricane. 

The group of Atlantans who made the 
inaugural flight to Mexico City with East- 
ern Airlines just the week before, as well 
as hundreds of other local citizens who 
have visited this sprawling and beautiful 
metropolis, could visualize the places 
where the destruction took place. 

Growth of Mexico City has been fan- 
tastic since the end of World War II. Best 
estimates place the population around 4,- 
500,000, making it one of the largest cities 
in the world—with beautiful modernistic 
skyscrapers springing up all over. 

The fact that one of the most severe 
earthquakes in Mexico’s history did no 
greater damage can be attributed to the 
fact that its buildings architecturally are 
designed to withstand such shocks. The 
city itself is located on a dried-up lake 
and has a. “floating” foundation at an 
altitude of some 7,000 feet. 

The quake was along that Pacific rift 
or mountain chain which extends from 
Alaska to Chile. All who reside along it 
are reminded occasionally of the extent 
of nature’s power. San Francisco’s mighty 
upheaval in 1906 was one of the most 
terrible. 

As Mexico City and the other affected 
towns clean up their debris and repair 
damaged buildings, their northern neigh- 
bors are pleased to know that the destruc- 
tion was no greater and that beautiful 
Mexico City lost few of the delights which 
have brought American tourists there in 
increasing numbers in recent years.

The forest products industries in Geor- 
gia are bound to keep an eye on Bobby 
Cone of Soperton.

In 1957 about 600 foresters are at work 
in Georgia. There’s going to be a need for 
twice that many if tree farming continues 
to grow at the present pace. Alabama, 
with 300 foresters, foresees a need for four 
times that many. 

Industries which depend on the woods 
for raw materials are going to need Bobby 
Cone and the many others like him who 
are getting a good start as teen-agers in 
the farm youth programs.

Glisson, the vocational agriculture teacher 
who shared honors with his pupil. 

We commend the FFA in 29th an- 
nual convention for a fine program which 
develops farmers with the forward look.

Called Black Marks Against Administration 


Atlanta—-A few mink coats 
provoked near-hysteria among 
some ardent Republicans a while 
back. But they were very small 
potatoes indeed when compared 
with the mounting sludgepile of 
immorality and scandal being un- 
covered by congressional investi- 
gations of this administration. 

The shadowy Dixon-Yates deal 
to sabotage TVA, backstage tax 
write-offs to rates-hungry private

Senate Acts W isely 
To Justify Debate 


WASHINGTON—tThe great debate in the U.S. 
Senate over civil rights is enough to restore the 
faith of the most cynical observer in this nation’s 
It also points up a certain superiority over the 


Senate’s supposedly co-equal branch of Congress—the House of Rep- 


resentatives. 

The difference between the two 
houses has been dramatically em- 
phasized by the minute examina- 
tion of the civil rights bill in the 
Senate after it sped through the 
House with a great many congress- 
men obviously not having known 
or fully understood just what the 
bill contained. 

A partisan may yet remain skep- 
tical of the bill and the motives 
behind it. But regardless of what 
side of the civil rights question 
one is on, or in what form the 
bill may ultimately be passed, no 
one can now complain that the 
Senate did not give it a thorough 
scrutiny. 

This searching study has been 
partly the result of the -bill’s ex- 
amination ,and exposure by the 
keen legal minds and parliament- 
ary skill of Southern senators like 
Dick Russell of Georgia and Sam 
Ervin of North Carolina. 

But it also is due to the very 
make-up and procedures of the 
Senate itself—‘‘the greatest delib- 
erative body in the’ world.” 

With more than 400 members, 
the House, like that of the Georgia 
Legislature, is an unwieldly body 
,where confusion often reigns. Its 


size doesn’t permit unlimited de- 
bate. 

The House frequently is unable 
to give legislation the exhaustive 
study it gets in the quieter, calmer 
atmosphere of the smaller Senate 
with its 96 members. And the Sen- 
ate, with its more or less unlimited 
debate and equal representation 
from the 48 states, often acts as 
a brake upon the House and a 
protection of minority view-s 
against the ‘“‘tyranny of the ma- 
jority.”’ 

The Senate may yet pass a civil 
rights bill some Southerners and 
Georgians won't like. But the Sen- 
ate already has drastically modi- 
fied the House version and no one 


can argue the bill didn't get a 


thorough study.

Up to Expectations 


We drove up to Lake Lanier the other day 
to see how it is coming along and I am happy 
to report the Army Engineers say it is doing just ao ie 
fine. The water level stands at 1,036 feet above sea level now and the

boats and the water skiers are skittering about, joyfully dodging the

If the winter rains are normal, 


the waters will rise another 34 feet 
and the lake will reach its normal 
level by spring — standing at 1,070 
feet above the sea. Boats can scoot 
about with impunity then, for all 
stamps and snags will be buried 
deep. 

The engineers are very proud of 
their handiwork at Lanier, for they 
believe the waters that will rise 
behind the Buford Dam will form 
one of the prettiest lakes in the 
world. The lake, as everybody 
knows, lies in the rolling foothills 
of the Piedmont, with the blue 
mountains in the background and 
nearly all its 500 miles of shoreline 
wooded in pines and hardwoods. It 
will be a pretty lake any time of 
year, the engineers point out, but 
particularly in the fall when the 
woodland colors will be reflected 
in the blue water. 

It looks as if it will turn eut to 
be a fine fishing lake, too. People 
already are catching bream that 
weigh a pound apiece out of wa- 
ters covering land that was in 
corn or cotton not long ago. And 
the fish experts say last spring's 
spawning of baby bass are already 
12 to 14 inches long. There is noth- 
ing unusual about this, of course,

In Nevil Shute’s story of the 
world’s last war we are with a 
community in and around Mel- 
bourne, Australia, where the peo- 
ple are waiting for the slowly ad- 
vancing cloud of radiation to reach 
them that already has destroyed 
every bit of life in the North 
America and Europe. They have 
three months to live. 


You get the feeling of the awful 
silence on a lifeless continent from 
the American submarine that had 
escaped to Australia and goes on 
a mission along our Pacific Coast 
and past San Francisco and Seattle, 
where nothing lives or moves. The 
same panorama of a lifeless East 
Coast and the silent giant of New 
York City comes in reports from 
another American submarine that 
escaped to South America, the two 
submarines being all that is left 
of the United States Navy. 


Then, at the end, the pernicious 
poison of radiation reaches the 
people we have learned to know 
in Australia, including the Ameri- 
can submarine commander, and 
so for them the world goes out and

NEW YORK, July 30—Officials 
of the National Broadcasting Co. 
have interrupted their normal 
routine for a special announce- 
ment. They reported that at least 
100 ‘“‘special programs’’. would be 
televised by their network in the 
1957-58 season. 


Robert W. Sarnoff, president, 
and Robert E. Kintner, executive 
vice president of programs and 
sales, indicated that the word 
**special’’ would be the network's 
programming keynote during the 
coming season. 

Presumably it supplants the 
word ‘“‘spectacular’’ which NBC 
first attached in 1954 to the 90- 
minute color program series tele-; 
vised once every four weeks. 
“Spectacular’’ was not men- 
tioned once. Sarnoff took a mo-|

Russia Backtracks, Gives 
Yugoslavia $250 Million 


Money, Technical Aid Will Be Used 


For Fertilizer and Aluminum Plants

BELGRADE, July 30—The Soviet Union has cabaelll 
to honor belatedly the $250,000,000 economic aid com-| 
mitment to Yugoslavia on which it reneged last winter. | 


A compromise  agreement,. 
signed yesterday in Moscow and 
made public here this afternoon, 
reinstates the full amount of 
the aid program. With technical 
assistance from East Germany 
and Soviet financing, it provides 
for construction of an aluminum 
and hydroelectric project in 
Montenegro and a nitrogen ferti- 
lizer plant and a second electric 
power station elsewhere in Yugo- 
slavia. 

The Yugoslavs, who ‘had in- 
sisted last winter that the four- 
year postponement demanded by 
Moscow was unacceptable, never- 
theless settled for less than the 
immediate start of construction 
provided in the original agree- 
ment, 


OUTLINES TERMS | 


Hasan Brkic, head of the Yugo- 
slav foreign trade committee, out- 
lined the new terms on his re- 
turn from the Soviet capital 
today. 

The fertilizer plant is to be 
built according to the previous 
schedule, Brkic said, with pre- 
liminary work completed by 1959. 
But the start of the aluminum-| 
power combine, which accounts| 
for 70 per cent of the Soviet! 
credit, is to be delayed until 
next year, with construction 
stretched out until 1964. That’ 
is three years later than ori-| 
ginally planned. 

Yugoslavia boasts abundant! 
native bauxite and potential hydo-' 
electric power. Her lack of fi- 
nancial resources has delayed 
exploitation of these riches. Up 
to now Belgarde’s efforts to 
interest Western governments in 
financing the newborn aluminum 
industry have elicited no ready 
response.

Wardrobe Mistress 
Leads a Merry Chase

It’s curtain time. 


The zipper in the leading lady’s costume is jammed. 
The tights are too baggy for one of the members 
of the chorus and the leading man’s headgear falls down 


over his eyes. 

Yet in true theaterical tradi- 
tion, the show must go on. And 
it does, right on time. 

‘‘Never missed a curtain call 
vet!’’ said Mrs. Isabelle Wins- 
lett, the “‘backstage’’ leading 
lady at the Theater Under-the- 
Stars at Chastain Memorial 
Park. 


REHEARSAL 

Mrs. Winslett {s the head 
wardrobe mistress for the sum- 
mertime performances. At re- 
hearsals for last night’s opener, 
“The Wizard of Oz,’’ she was 
pulling things like the scare- 
crow’s suit, costumes for Aunt 
Em and the Cowardly Lion's 
suit from a big trunk. 

‘‘All the costumes come from 
New York,”’ she said. ‘‘We send 
sizes and measurements to the 
company there for our local 
cast, but some alterations are 
always necessary. Then, too, 
some of the stars and chorus 
membets wear half sizes.’’ 

The young matron, who lives 
in College Park, said that the 
seven-week period she works 
for the outdoor shows is one of 
the biggest jobs she has ever 
handled. 


MAKE THEM FIT 

“Tt is not like working with a 
traveling show when everybody 
has his or her costume which 
has been altered, or is in per- 
fect fit. We have to make our 
costumes fit regardless of the 
size.”’ 

Jammed zippers are the prob- 
lem children of every well- 
dressed or costumed group. To 
the average person it causes a 
moment eftpanic to the calmest 
individual. Mrs. Winslett 
laughed it off by saying: 

“It never worries us back- 
stage. I just cut it out and sew 
the wearer into the outfit. While 

‘the act is on I unjam it, and 
later repair the costume, Lots 
of times, with many. quick 
changes of costumes by various 
people in the cast, we have to 
use pins, because there is no 
time for sewing.” 

“What happens when some- 
thing is missing, like shoes, or 
& stole or a hat, or something?”’ 
she was asked. 

“We, and that is everybody 
backstage, hunt like mad in 
every nook and corner, because 
it's bound to be somewhere,” 


she said. ‘‘Half the time, the 
actor or actress, has misplaced 
the item and that solves that.”’ 

And what eleventh-hour prob- 
lem has been the hardest to 
solve? 

‘“‘Cast members with cracked 
personalities who think they are 
bigger than the stars and de- 
mand the most attention,’’ was 
her ready reply.

In the world of today, with its Oscars and Emmys

Not only has modern mater- 
nity care reduced the hazards 
of childbirth, but at the same 
time new medical discoveries 
increased control of in- 
fection. 


Why, then, don’t hospitals do 
something about it? 


Dr. Levine says hospital ad- 
ministrators ‘‘shrink from the 
noise and confusion’’ that chil- 
dren 
hospital silence. The New York 
board of health, for instance, 
years ago rescinded its bar 
against children, but hospitals 
still have not taken down the 
signs forbidding the practice. 


Dr. Herman Bundesen, presi- 
dent of the Chicago board of 
health, says, ‘“‘Any time an 
added visitor comes to the hos- 
pital, it is an added burden on 
the nurses, and God knows 
nurses are overworked now.’’ 


Dr. Bundesen also says that 
the average maternity stay, 
once 10 days to two weeks, is 
now “only two to three days’’ 
and involves ‘‘no urgent need’’ 
for a mother to see or be seen 
by the child left at home. 


UPSET ROUTINE? 


Will the presence of children 
upset hospital routine? Dr. Le- 
vine says it will. Will they cry 
when they have to go home 
again? Dr. Levine says they 
probably will. Will there be 
more work for the floor nurses? 
Dr. Levine says yes. ‘‘But,”” he 
says stanchly, ‘it’s worth doing 
anyway.” 

“Having a mother have a 
baby is an event of great signif- 
icance in a small child's life,’’ 
he says. “‘But the person he
